Some will remember trees by a lake, 
others will think of streams and rocks, 
but all will visualize a place clean and 
inviting as though used for the first 
GMC 6 ee 

The Conservation Committee thinks we 
should take a closer look at our dream 
campsites, The ground underfoot is not 
as clean.as 1t used to be. In fact, in 


many lovely areas the camping spots are 


disgustingly dirty. A report on con- 
ditions in the eevee Lake Basin was 
presented to the Committee by Dr. Harold 
Bradley, who camped there this summer, 
One cf his photographs is typical of 


‘hundreds of camp srots through National 


Forest lands: the lovely lake, the 
little pines on shore, but (right on the 
choicest bed-site) the huce pile of 


dirty cans, bottles anc all sorts of 


debris, The mess was nothing unusual, 
for at Emicrant Lake there was not one 


clean campground.
